He 
broadcast a prediction that some 
day the Allied forces would “restore 
liberty to the world and greatness 
to our country.” 

The Government expected to re- 
main here until (four words cen- 
sored) when it will start for an un- 
occupied capital in one of the de- 
partments to be left free of Ger- 
man troops. Bordeaux lies within 
the German occupation zone. 

Interior Minister Charles Pom- 
aret, proclaiming this “armistice 
day” a day of mourning, ordered 
a minute of silence in honor of 
the war dead of 1914-1918 and 1939- 
1940 at ll a.m. (4 a. m. St. Louis 
time) and said that late in the day 
Premier Marshal Henri Philippe 
Petain would address the nation 
by radio. 

“Today France must be silent,” 
Pomaret said. “Her heart will 
bleed, but she will forge a new 
hope. 

“Marshal Petain has made a gift 
of himself to France. Around him 
a constitutional government, reso- 
lute and worthy, will devote itself 
to the welfare of the country, 
which will continue to live with a 
broad, free spirit.” 

Troops Stay in Barracks. 

French troops, exhausted by the 
last three weeks of relentless blitz- 
krieg, were confined to barracks. 
Flags on public buildings flew at 
half staff. Cafes, theaters and all 
stores except those supplying food 
were closed. Special religious serv- 
ices were arranged. 

In a final war communique, the 
French high command reported 
last night that the Germans, mak- 
ing slight progress, had reached 
Angouleme, 65 miles northeast of 
Bordeaux, and Aix-les-Bains in the 
Rhone Valley about 40 miles south 
of Geneva, Switzerland. 

Positions of resistance to the 
Italians “on the whole front of the 
Alps” remained intact despite Ital- 
jan attacks throughout the day, 
the communique said. A _ slight 
Italian advance past Lanslebourg 
and occupation of Menton on the 
Riviera, just ins€de the French bor- 
der, were acknowledged.

We need 
highly mobile, trained fighting 
units with bases for air, water 
and land defenses strategically 
located in this hemisphere. These 
bases must be protected as far as 
the ingenuity of man can do so 
against destruction from the air. 
We must be constantly alert in 
research and invention of the 
means of defense against new 
weapons of aggression. To ac- 
complish these ends, we must

“On Hand” and “On Order.” 

As this news swept across the 
country, the President went on 
the radio and in an extremely 
clever, but dangerously deceptive 
manner, lumped together’ the 
equipment that was “on hand” 
and “on: order’ in an effort to 
smooth over the failure to ful- 
fill the trust that the American 
people placed in his administra- 
tion. The cold facts are that in 
many instances the totals the 
President gave “on hand” and 
“on order” were about one-fifth 
“on hand” and four-fifths “on 
order” and those orders sadly 
delayed in their fulfillment.

This failure to understand ex- 
ecutive responsibility and co- 
ordination, and the primary rules 
of production and of getting a 
job done, has been one of the 
greatest weaknesses of this ad- 
ministration. It is a terrific in- 
dictment that for many crucial 
months the important War De- 
partment has been disrupted by 
a tragic conflict of authority, 
with a Secretary of War and an 
Assistant Secretary hardly on 
speaking terms with one another, 
each conferring with the Presi- 
dent, each playing his favorites 
within the department. And dur- 
ing the same crisis the Navy De- 
partment has been adrift without 
a real head, first headed by a 
man physically unable to carry 
on his task, and then by a Sec- 
retary who was submerged in a 
political campaign for the. gov- 
ernorship of one of our states. 
By the politically timed appoint- 
ment on the eve of this conven- 
tion of two men of our party to 
these two Cabinet posts, the Pres- 
ident has made an eleventh hour 
confession of failure in his na- 
tional defense administration. We 
are pleased that the prospect of 
our convention caused this sud- 
den improvement over New Deal 
incompetence, and it is only re- 
grettable that we cannot change 
the entire Cabinet and the man 
who heads it with equal abrupt- 
ness.

We need 
more skilled and trained mechan- 
ics and technicians, but the Amer- 
ican way to get them is through 
the vocational training system of 
this country and through private 
industry. The Federal Govern- 
ment should furnish the funds 
for the immediate expansion — of

The President said these camps 
would teach discipline and keep 
these young people away from 
foreignisms. I would much rather 
trust our churches, our schools, 
and our homes to teach discipline 
and love of America than I would 
a compulsory Government camp.

Facing these facts dare this 
nation continue for the next four 
years under such leadership? For 
too long a time industry has been 
hobbled by bureaucratic interfer- 
ence, and dreamy eyed govern- 
mental delays at every turn while 
the army and navy plead in vain 
for the release of restrictions so 
they can speed up defense. They 
seriously disrupted and retarded 
the entire aircraft industry by the 
ill considered cancelation of the 
air mail contracts, and army 
pilots crashed to the earth, just 
when every encouragement 
should have been given to build 
up our air industry. It is hard- 
ly believable but it is true that 
because of New Deal restrictions 
our aircraft manufacturers have 
turned to foreign financial cen- 
ters speedily to secure new capi- 
tal for plant expansion while idle 
capital and idle men are all about 
us.

The Domestic Help Problem. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE writer of the letter signed “Do- 
mestic,” published in’ your letter col- 
umn last Saturday, may be interested to 
know that considerable attention has been 
given to the problem of household em- 
ployment. For many years, studies have 
been made by interested individuals, pro- 
fessional social workers, economists, the 
United States Government, many state 
® Legislatures, trade unions and innumer- 
able other organizations. 

This material was studied in St. Louis 
last winter by a committee of employ- 
ers, social workers and professional ex- 
perts under the auspices of the Y. W. C. 
A., and a study outline, with a kit of 
basic references, is in process of pub- 
lication for use by individuals and or- 
ganizations who wish to study the ques- 
tion carefully and improve the situation. 

A group of employes also met regu- 
larly. At a joint meeting, the points of 
view of both employer and employe were 
given with free discussion of the mutual 
problem. 

Considerable legislation has been en- 
acted and proposed on the question, but 
the feeling here is that legislation is of 
negligible importance compared with 
the potentiality of public opinion. 

It is hoped that women's organiza- 
tions will co-operate in developing bet- 
ter understanding of the problem and 
in working out a solution, 

The time for mere study of the prob- 
lem is past, and we are now ready to 
do something about it. Two procedures 
are indicated. The first is training of 
the employe, in public schools, voca- 
tional schools and by interested employ- 
ers, so the domestic worker can go about 

,her business with pride and a sense of 
security, and so that the employer, fac- 
ing the inevitable facts of increased 

* wages and shorter hours, will receive 
competent service. 

The second need to improve the situa- 
tion is to develop a feeling that “living in” 
must be the exceptional and not the 
usual procedure, for the domestic work- 
er deprived of the opportunity to live 
a normal personal and social life cannot 
develop healthy attitudes and skills.

THE KEYNOTE ADDRESS.. 


Gov. Stassen’s speech was a refreshing advance 
over the hypocritical Steiwer keynote which opened 
the Republican national convention of four years ago. 

It was at the same time disappointing, as indeed 
must be every address that comes close to adhering 
to the side-show formula for the oratorical viewing 
with alarm and pointing with pride which practice 
‘decrees is to open our nominating assemblies. 
| Read the account of the young Minnesotan’s 
achievements in the governorship, printed in today’s 
‘Mirror of Public Opinion, and it is plain that he is 
‘better than his address. He-has more to say than he 
‘said. . But with a platform to be adopted, he had to 
content himself with generalities for the most part, 
except when flaying the Roosevelt administration. 
| He can’ be commended first, and by Democrats as 
| well as Republicans, on his inspiriting declaration 
‘of faith in the democratic way of life, and the com- 
| plementary assertion that a fundamental of this way 
‘of life is criticism which holds its leadership to ac- 
‘count. Without this, there would be little to distin- 
| guish our system from Europe’s all-controlling states. 
| Gov. Stassen scored many fair shots. We atill 
‘have an army of unemployed. After running the 
national debt to the legal limit, we find our basic 
economic problem still unsolved. We are unprepared 
to defend ourselves in a world of force which makes 
defense a prime concern. Yet our President has adopt- 
ed as his policy making “a big noise” and carrying “a 
little stick”—and that little stick “on order.” 

The long-standing feud in the War Department, 
the attempt to pack the Supreme Court, “the ap- 
pointment of wealthy playboys as foreign Ministers 
and Ambassadors’—Gov. Stassen hit out at many 
weaknesses of the administration’s record, and fairly. 

On the side of constructive criticism, he deserves 
eredit for pegging the President’s plan -‘- uni- 
versal training of all American boys and girls in Fed- 
eral camps as suggestive of the way of European dic- 
tators. American homes, schools and churches have 
not been demonstrated as unfitted to teach discipline 
and devotion to democratic institutions. 

On the credit side also, and prominently so, fis the 
frank statement that our interests are centered in 
this hemisphere. And he stands against the current 
excitement when he says that punishment of fifth 
columnists must be “by due process of law.” 

The holes are just as evident as the good points. 
We have a critical minority in Congress, or are sup- 
posed to have. Why did not the Republican opposi- 
tion inform the country about the great disparity 
between arms “on hand” and “on order”? 

To appraise President Roosevelt’s appointment of 
Knox and Stimson to the Cabinet as “an eleventh- 
hour confession of failure in his defense policies” is 
to give a Republican, but utterly unrealistic, inter- 
pretation to that amazing bolt from the presidential 
blue. Mr. Roosevelt’s aim was to embarrass the 
G. O. P. on the eve of its convention by taking into 
his official family two of its prominent leaders— 
that and to strengthen his foreign policy. 

The “real solutions” to the farm problem are not 
“the removal of marginal land from production, in- 
creased acreage in woodlots and timber tracts.” These 
are good so far as they go, but they are incidentals 
compared with the central issue of an over-supply 
of farm labor, increased mechanization of farm op- 
erations and disparity between farm and industrial 
incomes. The Governor of the great agricultural 
State of Minnesota should do better than that. 

On the relations between business and government, 
Gov. Stassen descended to old platitudes. Everyone 
agrees that “the role of government must be that 
of an aid to private enterprise, and not of a substi- 
tute for it.” The problem is to find out where one 
leaves off and the other begins. Opinions vary great- 
ly and a generality like this is of no help. 

Similarly, he took up an old cry against the New 
Deal, and one demonstrated as having little merit, 
when he asserted private capital was seriously hob- 
bled by the administrative agencies which operate as 
“rule-maker and investigator, witness and prosecu- 
tor, judge and jury.” This is the same sort of stuff 
which was ladled out in support of the vengeful 
Logan-Walter bill. Does Gov. Stassen not know 
about the great body of administrative law which has 
been developed with Supreme Court approval to regu- 
late our complex industrial society? 

When he says that the New Deal has “split the 
ranks of organized labor,” Gov. Stassen makes the 
kind of misstatement that he finds so reprehensible 
in Mr. Roosevelt. The division between the AFL and 
the CIO is a logical development of the clash of opin- 
ion on the merits of craft and industrial unions over 
many years. The widening breach was evident during 
the Harding, Coolidge and Hoover administrations. 

How would the Republican party lead the country 
in these days of great domestic and foreign troubles? 
We find little hint in this keynote, notwithstanding 
that it is an improvement over the run of such ad- 
dresses. It attacks the New Deal, gives no credit for 
historic social gains and charts no alternative course. 

What a misfortune that conventions must open 
with such uninforming performances! 
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GEN. MITCHELL IS EXONERATED. 

Everyone knows the story of the late Brigadier- 
General William Mitchell. Chief of the United States 
Air Force in France in 1918, he came home to criticise 
the army and navy high command for its failure to 
recognize the importance and effectiveness of aircraft.

FRANCE: VICTIM OF TREASON. 

Horrifying news begins to trickle out of France; 
news even more shocking than the crushing defeat of 
what had been accounted Europe’s finest army. 

Treason was responsible in part for the defeat, 
responsible correspondents are saying. It was not 
Nazi power alone that laid the Republic low, but a 
stab in the back by France’s own disloyal sons. 

M. W. Fodor, a veteran reporter, was able only 
yesterday, after arriving in New York, to tell the 
story of what happened. "He wrote of both Belgian 
and French treason, almost identical in detail. Gen- 
erals “forgot” to blow up bridges, over which the 
invaders poured immediately; great bodies of troops 
were sent into death traps by their superiors. 

Helen Kirkpatrick, cabling from London, gives sim- 
ilar evidence, gathered from Britons and Frenchmen 
arriving daily from the late war front. French poli- 
ticians were concerned more with protecting their 
own interests than in fighting the Germans, this 
writer says. French troops simply handed important 
bridges over to the Germans, 

Premier Reynaud gave a hint of all this more than 
a month ago. In an address to the French Senate, 
he said “incredible faults that will be punished” had 
led France to the brink of defeat. A few days later, 
the War Ministry announced the dismissal of 15 Gen- 
erals from their posts. 

France has long been eaten with a plague of 
Fascist infiltration, and some of its agents were found 
in the War Cabinet itself. In army circles, too, high 
officers were close to the Croix de Feu and the 
Cagoulards. 

Shakespeare, in “Henry V,” spoke of the ultimate 
in degradation: “An arrant traitor as any in the 
universal world, or in France, or in England.” Was 
be prophetic? Has England its traitors, too? 

There are high-placed Britons who co-operated with 
French leaders in the series of betrayals and errors 
that built up Hitler and brought on the war. But 
Prime Minister Churchill last week chose to ignore 
the charges against them. The need for national 
unity, he said, foreclosed any “inquest on the past.” 
Besides, he added, “there are too many in it.” 

The sentence has an ominous ring after the dis- 
closures about how France met its doom.

The appointment is in the high tradition of di- 
rectors of the National Park Service. Stephen T. 
Mather, organizer and first director, was an out- 
standing public servant. In the relatively short in- 
terval from 1917 to 1929, when illness forced his 
retirement, Mr. Mather transformed a small group

first. But Stassen and his men were every- | 


where, promising the public an able and 
clean government. Stassen drove 55,000 
miles, making six to a dozen speeches a day, 
mostly on street corners. He polled 225,000 
more votes than the Farmer-Labor and Dem- 
ocratic candidates combined. 

Gov. Stassen ranged Minnesota to get his 
helpers. Most are college men, about as 
youthful as he, You never saw a harder- 
working, more zealous band in your life. 
Free of political “debts,” they devote their 
energies entirely to good government. “They 
don’t look or talk like politicians,” one ob- 
server said. “Even their casual conversation 
is about saving money.” 

The new administration is holding ex- 
penses $2,000,000 below annual appropria- 
tions. The business manager has—dnd ex- 
erts—the power to cut appropriations of any 
and all departments if receipts fall off or a 
deficit threatens, Already $7,000,000 in old 
debts have been cleared up and the Gov- 
ernor hopes to pay off $12,000,000 before his 
first term is out. 

It has become a sort of adventure with 
these young men to see how they. can cut 
costs. Consolidating 64 State boards into 12 
saved $250,000 last year in overhead alone. 
Liquor stamps that cost $77,000 in 1938 were 
bought for $47,000 in 1939. 

The labor situation was tense when Stas- 
sen took office. Strikes, rioting and the 
murder of two publishers who had attacked 
labor racketeers led the powerful agricul- 
tural bloc in the Legislature to frame a dras- 
tic labor bill patterned after the extreme 
Oregon law. The bill passed the Senate, 
but the Governor appealed to the farm bloc 
to drop its demands in favor of his own 
conciliatory program. Two-thirds of the 
legislators supported him. 

Labor did not approve even the modified 
bill as passed, but the Governor met criti- 
cism more than half way by appointing 
Lloyd J. Haney, youthful president of the 
St. Paul Typographical Union, as labor con- 
ciliator. Several months later, the Minne- 
sota Federation of Labor reported unem- 
ployment among its members had dropped 
40 per cent. 

Federal figures showed 15,000 Minnesotans 
annually on strike from 1935 to 1938—yet in 
the first Stassen year, the number dropped 
to 1390. Of 497 labor disputes, 437 were set- 
tled without loss of time or pay. 

The new Minnesota labor relations law re- 
quires a waitin, period of 10 days before a 
strike or lockout. It’s a cooling-off time. If 
a strike or lockout endangers the public in- 
terest, the Governor may appoint a special 
commission to seek an agreement, and order 
a further waiting period of 30 days, to give 
the commission a chance. Stassen appointed 
five commissions during 1939, and in each 
case the strike was averted. 

Stassen maintains his faith in people until 
they are proved unworthy. This gives him 
poise that makes him master of a crowd. As 
a speaker, he has few platform equals. 

Last spring a Gallup poll of Minnesota 
showed that 85 per cent of the voters ap- 
proved Stassen as Governor—including 70 
per cent of the Democrats and more than 80 
per cent of the Farmer-Laborites!

DITH WILLKIE, wife of the 
E galloping dark horse, Wendell 

Willkie, in the G. O. P. derby, 
isn’t pinching herself these days 
over the fact that her spouse has 
in three short months risen from a 
political nobody to a political sen- 
sation. After 23 years of being 
married to Wendell Willkie, nothing 
could surprise his little woman. 

Out of the turbulence that has 
been the terrific boom to boost big, 
hulking, business-man Willkie into 
the Republican presidential nomina- 
ton, Edith Willkie has emerged 
quietly upon the Philadelphia scene 
as cool as a blue pansy. It is 
“Wendell’s show,” she says, and 
she can’t see any reason why folks 
should be making a fuss over her— 
but they are. 

“When my husband is so voluble, 
why should I talk,” she laughed. 
“And besides, I remémber a letter 
I received early this month while 
my husband was on a whirlwind 
tour around the country... It was a 
short letter, signed ‘An American 
Citizen,’ and it said, ‘I hope you will 
keep quiet. The people are inter- 
ested in Mr. Willkie’s views and not 
in yours.’
